the "crushing terms imposed upon 
"Bulgaria by the 
post-war peace 
treaties." 


The foreign minister said that if 


the Macedonian organization head- 
ed by Michailoff were a legal body 
lie would be the first to stop it He 
added that'Tinhappily- it was illegal 
and its designs and movements so 
elusive and uncertain that it was'vir- 
tually impossible to suppress it. 


Efforts of the cabinet against the

his strength, public 


anxiety over the Illness of the king 
was not allayed.

It is not premature to say that the 


„ Vestris investigation has established 


these facts: The vessel was unsea- 
worthy when it left port. It not only 
had a list then, but had had for some 
time previous. It was known to trav- 
elers who had sailed on it; to be in a 
doubtful condition. It had a bad repu- 
tation as to its state and operation. It 
was all .ready for the disaster which 
overtook it, 


.Either government inspection of 


ocean-going vessels is valueless or in 
this instance it was perfunctory and 
wholly inadequate. 


The Vestris encountered no weath- 


er or storms that would cause trouble 
to any sound ship. She foundered be- 
cause she became a sieve under tax of 
ordinary navigation. She was unfit for 
service. The Vestris was manned by an 
incompetent crew and by some incom- 
petent officers. 
There was no disci- 


-pline worth the name. 
At the end 


there was panic and mutiny-. No order 
was-given to take to the lifeboats or to 
put on life'belts. It was virtually every 
person for himself, after the women 
and-childrenr had been dumped into 
the sea.

Part of the lifeboat equipment was 


sound and part of it not. Some pf the 
appliances-for lowering the boats were 
in working order"and some were not. 
The^ship was doomed from - Sunday 
morning from leaks that were never •* 
located.^ At no hour from that time on 
was progress -made.toward stopping-. 
the inflow-of water and saving the 
ship. 


If .there are rules of the sea that 


would justify Capt. Carey in delaying 
his S O S until four hours before the 
ship sank, they are incomprehensible 
to any person of intelligence,and they 
ought to be speedily revised. 
If the 


master of a ship does not know that 
it is sinking-after twenty-four hours 
d£ increasingflisHrig until it lies on its 
beam and its decks-are awash, then he 
ought to give the benefit of the doubt 
to the hundreds of lives that are in his 
keeping.. All of the sophistry of navi- 
gation experts that inclines to excuse 
the delay in sending out the Vestris 
SOS cannot disprove this conclusion. 


The chief surviving officer testified 


'.that he knew the ship was doomed 
ir.om Sunday night 'on; and- reported 
t|e facts to the captaini - Yet the cap- 
tain did-nothing. He seemed dazed. 
JHis conduct is inexplicable. Toward 
Monday morning when everything 
was hopeless, the Vestris wirelessed 
'its sister ship, the Voltaire that it had 
"nothing to .communicate." 


Taken as a whole, the loss of the 


Vestris and the more than a hundred 
;Gyes is one of the -most scandalous 
Jfcragedies ever enacted on the high 
*eas. It is without excuse from any 
and all points of view. There are no 
mitigating .circumstances of any sort 
or description. Outside of a few exhi- 
bitions of high personal courage and 
•good judgment the,catastrophe is a 


blot on the fine traditions of the 


sea, and a shock to the civilized world. 
Moreover, it ought to cause a shaking 
and checking up by governments and 
steamship companies to the end that 
human life may be adequately safe- 
guarded and that such lapses cannot 
recur.- Whether criminal prosecutions 
would accomplish as much good as 
fixing moral responsibility may be a 
question, and this responsibility should 
be definite as to the owners and oper- 
ators of the vessels, government in- 
spection, crew and officers.

Business units grow bigger and big- 


ger. Mergers are the order of the day. 
But railroads lag in this development. 


"A proper consolidation program' 


would be. greatly in the public inter- 
est," says-Congressman 'Hoch of Kan- 
;sas. "Instead'of lessening competition, 
I believe we would get more real and 
beneficial competition if the railroads 
could gradually be brought into ... a 
limited 
number—say 20 to 
30—of 


strong, well balanced systems com- 
peting substantially as equals. These 
systems -would be able to give con- 
stantly improving service. 


"Such a situation would also make 


it much easier to bring about proper 
freight rate adjustments, and do more 
than anything- else to solve the diffi- 
cult problems of the weak and unnec- 
essary roads. I share in the fear that 
unless we can bring these proper con- 
solidations, many of the weak lines 
which serve a real public need will 
have to be abandoned." 


This seems to have been the view of 


Congress when it passed the present 
transportation act intended to encour- 
age and legalize consolidations, under 
the supervision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, The commission, 
as it happens, has supervised so con- 
scientiously that no consolidations are 
yet effected- The Nickel Plate merger 
in the East, the Loree merger in the 
Southwest, and several other propos- 
als, have been turned down or held 
up. The Commission is said to 
feel 


that it needs more authority from 
Congress, and a measure is ready now 
for that purpose. Strangely enough, in 
view of the hostility so long- existing 
against the railroads, there seems to 
be no prejudice now, either congres- 
sional or public, against such proced- 
ure.

BY COUNTY NURSE 


Urges Town Boards to Pro- 


vide Scales for Systematic 
Weighing 


During the past year Miss Marie 


Klein, county nurse, made physlcial 
inspections of children In 121 schools 


' with a total enrollment of 2,899 pu- 


pils, according to her annual report 
submitted to the county board this 
weefc. 


Of this total number 2,209 chil- 


dren received complete Inspections 
and 371 partial inspections. 


Defects noted among were as fol- 


lows: Bad teeth, 973; bad tonsils, 
637; poor vision, 42; speech defects, 
6;_ extreme cases of deafness, 4; bad 
skin conditions, 17. Recommenda- 
tions was made for 33 children, to be 
excluded from school because-of ill- 
ness. 


Miss Klein gave 101 talks to chil- 


dren at schools and 1,125 notices 
were sent to parents about conditions 
of children. 


Because such large percentage of 


the growing children are under- 


" weight and It has 
been definitely 


proven that systematic weighing in 
a. group is the best way to encourage 
them to try* to gain, an appeal was 
sent by -the nurse to all school 
boards asking them to provide scales 
for the work. The response has 
been slow, however, she pointed out. 


During tfie year Miss Kline made 


287 home calls, visiting 410 patients. 
Pointing out the value 
of clinic 


work Miss Klein asked for an ap- 
propriation of $300 for carrying on 
this work. She said she gave assis- 
tance at 23 clinics during the year 
at which approximately 650 people 
were examined. 


Through 
cooperation with 
the 


state department of child welfare 
eight classes, with an enrollment of 
80 girls, were organized. The class 
es, in which Infant hygiene was 
taught, enables the .girls to learn 
how to care for a child properly. 


Mis Klein pointed out that most 


of her work during the past year 
has been, given over to disease pre- 
vention although In a few Instnces 
she gave assistance and attention In 
sick cases. 


"The aim of my work is to have 


every child In Outagamie-co built 
on such a f oundation of health that 
It Trill carry him through Jife and 
yet preserve 
the bloom 'of youth 


without resorting to artificial ex- 
ternal means," Miss Klein's report 
said.

Russell, the 
work of two years experimentation 
shows that alumino-silicate is the 
organic compound that causes the 
soil condition. The study was car- 
•ied on by Professor Trug and TT. 
?V. Kerr, 
Australian government 


student, and J. A. Chucka, graduate. 


For more than 50 years, soil chem- 


ists have attempted to isloate the 
acid compound and failure has re- 
sulted in the theory of absorption 
and electrical 
phenomena as the 


cause, according to Mr. Clark. How- 
;ver, the discovery demonstrates 
that It is the compound alone that 
causes "sour" soil, he said.
